| CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—[{By 
the Associated Press.}—The Turkish 
Nationalist proposals which will be laid 
formally before the Mudania confer- 
ence called to arrange a British-Turk 
truce tomorrow, are “ ciscussable, but 
not acceptable.”

He stated the abdication 
of his father was sincere and that 
Constantine ‘will never again attempt 
to regain the throne. Col. Gonatas in- 
formed the king that it was important 
that he persuade the royalists not to 
create obstacles for the revolution. 
Three foreign concerns have submitted 
to the revolutionary committee a pro- 
position for a big loan. 

Alexander Zaimis, who has been 
asked to become premier of Greece, 
telegraphed from Vienna that he has 
just undergone an operation for his 
eyes and asked fifteen days to con- 
sider the offer. M. Politis, now a 
teacher of international law at a 
French university, who refused to ac- 
cept the post of foreign minister, has 
been asked to reconsider. 

Greeks Hurl Back Turks. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.~—A 
band of 800 Turkish irregulars crossed 
the border of Thrace at Sinekli, to 
the northwest of Silivri [forty mijgé 
west of Constantinople], and attacked 
the Greek outposts. They were forced 
to withdraw, but when reinforcements 
arrived the Turks were thrown back 
across the boundary. 

Serbs Deny Designs on Greece, 


ATHENS, Oct. 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Jugo-Slavia has officially 
informed the revolutionary committee 
in charge of the Greek government 
that there is no truth in the report 
that she will seek a territorial outlet 
in the Aegean sea. Pointing out, How- 
ever, that she would like the economic 
outlet in this direction, Jugo-Slavia 
suggested the desirability of Greece 
assuring her free port rights at Sa- 
loniki to enable Serbia to ship and re- 
ceive merchandise by way of the Medi- 
terranean sea.

LEAVE U. S. FOR |

Norfolk, Va., Oct. 2.—The twelve 
American destroyers ordered to the 
near east “to protect American in- 
terests’”’ started today on their trans 
Atlantic voyage to the Mediterranean.

Turk Fire Sign. 

The Turks do not possess fire fight- 
A group of barefoot 
youths in pants and red shirts, carry- 
ing a little two candle power hand 
pump, loping down the street and 
crooning a low, fimonotonous dirge, is 
the fire signal. They are the Turk 
smoke eaters en route to the scene of 
the blaze. 

Since the premises on fire are re- 
garded as Allah’s desire for the build- 
ings to burn, the youths do not pay 
much attention to the fire and they 
concentrate chiefly in picking up rare 
valuable souvenirs and other memen- 
tees of the occasion. Then the British 
chemical engine arrives and _ the 
Tommies run nozzles through the win- 
dows, while others break in the roof 
and quickly quench the blaze. 


Smoke Cigarets. 


Most of Constantinople’s wooden 
structures are baked to the exact de- 
gree of inflammability by the torrid, 
rainless summer and are ready to go up 
in a puff of smoke if some one drops 
a cigaret while the wind is stirring. 
Fortunately every one consumes the 
butts to the bitter end, not leaving a 
shred of tobacco to smolder. 

{The Turks fear the Armenians and 
Greeks will start a fire in revenge for 
the burning of Smyrna as soon as the 
British fire engines evacuate the city, 
and then good-by capital. It is pointed 
out here that if the British had not 
evacuated Smyrna their apparatus 
would have saved the city from de 
struction by fire, as they previously 
had often quenched dangerous blazes.

Doctors Pick Flaws in 
Hall Statement. 


Drs. George W. Hall and Clarence; § 
A. Neymann, members of the staff of a, 
the Cook County Psychopathic hos-; 
pital, last night issued a statement in | 
which they object to certain phases 
of the statement made by Dr. James 
Whitney Hall to the effect that in- 
sanity has increased more than 100 per 
cent sin¢e prohibition became the law. 

“We wish to express the opinion that | 
the statements presented will not beat 
critical, scientific investigation,” they 
say. “Statistics in this instance are 
misleading, because the problem of 
chronic alcoholism cannot possibly be 
solved by considering the admission 
rate of this one institution—namely: 
the psychopatic hospital. 


Alcoholic Patients Increase. 


“It is a fact that the number of alco- 
holics has increased during the last two 
years, but this is due to the fact that 
the Washingtonian home and the bride 
well hospital are closed. The Cook 
county hospital sends greater numbers 
of alcoholics to the psychopathic hos- 
pital, where they can receive better at- 
tention than in the medical wards. 

“There has been a greater propor- 
tion of the acute symptoms in chronic | 
alcoholics. This compels a greater | 
number of chronic alcoholics to be & 
placed in the psychopathic wards. 


Home Hooch More Deadly. 


“In other words, the home ,made 
hooch contains more fusel oil and 
other poisonous by-products than the 
old fashioned whisky. Both cause in- 
sanity, both are poisons to the brain. 

“Besides all this chronic alcoholics 
practically all show a personality de- 
fect. The reason they drink is because 
they want to harmonize themselves 
with an environment which they can- 
not adjust themselves to. In other 
words, a man drinks because his sweet- 
heart goes back on him or he does not 

i enough money or he loses his job | 
and has not character enough to over- | 
come obstacles which a normal person 
can do. One cannot legislate morality.”

My good friend, H. A

“It appears that one of the taxpay- 
ers recefved compensation for services 
rendered the commissioner of public 
works.

“Facts Not Sufficient.” 

“It is stated that the commissioner 
of public works had complete power 
ff control and supervision over the 
manner in which this work was to be 
verformed. This statement is not suffi- 
elent to show that the commissioner, 
under the verbal arrangement under 
which the work was done, did retain 
or exercise any control. over the man- 
ner and means of performance which 
would indicate the existence of an em- 
ployer and employé relationship. The 
facts submitted on this point are not 
sufficient to show that the amount re- 
ceived for such work was paid as 
compensation to a city employé, and 


| such amount should be included in tax- 
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able income. The same is true of an |

The opinion concludes: “ There- 
fore, all amounts received by the tax- 
payers as compensation for services 
other than those rendered subject to 
the control and supervision of the 
board of local improvements should be 
included in taxable income.”

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IRISH REBELS © 
LAY 23 MURDERS 
TO FREE STATE

DUBLIN, Oct. 2.—Charges that twen- 
ty-three republicans were murdered by 
government forces from Aug. 1 to Sept. 
22 are contained in a propaganda bulle- 
tin. The bulletin alleges that twelve 
men captured in action later were 
killed, and that eleven were slain by 
“murder gangs.”’ 

Names, dates, places, and brief cir- 
cumstances are given in an effort to 
show that the provisional government 
is condoning illegal methods and ex- 
termination. 

Lack of Evidence? 

There is no doubt but what all the 
twenty-three dead were republicans, 
but there is insufficient evidence that 
most were killed in cold blood wholly 
because they were in violent opposi- 


tion to the government. At several in- 


quests witnesses testified that the de- 
ceased were carried away in automo- 
biles, in which at least one man wore 
a soldier’s uniform. 

Richard Mulcahy, minister of de- 
fenge, denies that the military is wink- 
ing at this discriminate killing of re- 
publicans. He admits there is evidence 
that many of those killed participated 
in ambushes cdsting the lives of both 
troops and civilians. If the soldiers 
sought revenge for their comrades thus 
lost, they acted on their own initiative. 
Charges against them will be vigorous- 
ly investigated, he says. 


Fewer Ambushes Now. 
Whether these killings have been a 
deterrent it is impossible to say, but 
there have been fewer ambushes in 
Dublin later. About one bomb is thrown 
daily at lorries containing troops, and

SOME QUESTIONS WHICH

If a business concern hada claim for $1,400,000 
against five men it would investigate thoroughly 
before relinquishing {t. It would not rely upon 
the facts adduced by those five men; it would seek 
unpréjudiced testimony. It: would not give up 
because the five men safd: “We-don’t owe you 
the money.” If, after ascertaining the facts from 


disinterested sdurces, the dlaim was doubtful, this 


concern would not give up. It would say: “ The 


claim is doubtful and in duty to our stockholders 
we must have it determined by the courts.” 

Has the internal revenue department sought dis- 
interested evidence in determining the liability of 
Mesce, Lynch, Lyons, Waller, and Merigold—the 
$600,000 a year beneficiaries of spoils polities? Is 
the claim for income tax doubtful? 

The present opinion of the department holds 
they are employés of the city, and hence need 
not pay such a tax.

INTERNAL TARIFF COSTS 
MILLIONS HERE. 


“Pittsburgh plus,” the practice of charging 
western consumers of rolled steel with the freight 
from Pittsburgh even when the steel is loaded on 
their trucks at Calumet: mills, is now, blocking the 
expenditure of from $160,000,000 to $200,000,000 
for new plants in the Chicago district. This is 
the statement of the Western Association of Rolled 
Steel Consumers, organized three years ago to 
fight the practice. 

The association argues logically and con- 
vincingly. At present the bulk of steel production 
in the United States is in the Pittsburgh district 
or east. As long as the “ Pittsburgh plus” prac- 
tice is allowed to continue, western consumers can 
buy from eastern mills as cheaply as from western 
mills. With most of them the interest is not so 
much in where they buy as in how much they pay. 
Some would buy, for instance, from the United 
States Steel corporation, regardless of location of 
mills, because as old customers of @ great pro- 
ducer they could expect, demand, and receive 


With this arbitrary margin addef to cost of steel 
in the middle west, the eastern mills which have 
no branches in this territory can compete with 
milis already in this territory. and at the same 
time retain their eaStern markets. Thus the lim- 
ited demand for rolled steel in the west does not 
compete with the eastern market. 

In effect it is an internal tariff, estimated at 
$75,000,000 a year, paid by the west for the pro- 
tection of eastern industry. But, just as in the 
ease of an ordinary protective tariff applied for 
the protection of infant industries, this tariff 
should be removed when the industries reach a 
point of prosperity and productiveness which 
ghould allow them to Compete freely and fairly 
with others. And there is no question@but that 
Pittsburgh and eastern gteel plants have reached 
such a point. 

Thus the development now, if “ Pittsburgh plus” 
is eliminated, would force eastern mills to build 
plants in the Chicago territory to compete with 
the plants already here, and which, because of 
natural advantages for assembly of raw materials 
and distribution of products, can operate about 
18 per cent more cheaply than eastern mills. But 
the construction of steel mills is expensive. A 
large modern plant, such as the one for which the 
Jones & Laughifn company already owns a site’ 
in the Calumet district, would cost probably $40,- 
000,000. It costs a good deal to finance such a 
proposition. Naturally the producers will not do 
it if they can supply their western market with- 
out extra cost from their eastern mills. But ‘they | 
would have to do it if the “internal tariff” of 
about $7 a ton which protects ‘their eastern prod- 
uct were removed. If they did not they would 
accept a $7 cut on every ton of steel sold here, or 
else loge their western market.

would be able to put any pressure desired upon 
local businesses at the dictation of Wall street. 
Complete stagnation of locaF industries, and even 
ultimate destruction of now thriving communities 
by purely artificial methods, would then be pos- 
sible. There is sufficient influence exerted upon 
local banks throughout the country by Wall street 
right now. With such local banks turned into mere 
agencies for the wealthiest banking institutions 
that influence could easily become disastrous. 
With local banks, on the other hand, financed 
in their own communities and financing the devel- 
opment of their own communities, there is every 
inspiration and assistance available for betterment 
of such communities. Local financiers, whose in- 
terests are as much in the improvement of their 
towns as in the dividends paid to their stockhold- 
ers, are developed, because local dividends and 
local improvements are likely to be interdependent. 
Such local institutions should not only be safe 
from interference, competition, and coercion at the 
hands of great central banking institutions but 
should be assured of such safety in order to con- 
tinue their constructive work without fear er preju- 
dice. Assurance of such independence should come 
out of the New York meeting. If it does not the 
banking institutions which favor branch banking 
will stir up an agitation which will put former anti- 
trust agitations to shame. Restrictive legislation 
will then be certain. Wise bankers will avoid it 
by dropping the branch bank propaganda at once 


SCIENCE AND THE RISING 
TIDE OF COLOR. 


The Turkish victory in Asia Minor is providing 
interesting speculation for readers of recent litera- 
ture on race conflict. It is known that the defeat 
of Russia by the Japanese sent a thrill far and 
wide among Asiatic peoples. Race sentiments, re- 
ligious emotions, nationalist hopes, we are told by 
many students, are fusing in an unexpected way 
to produce something like a Pan-Asiatic resistance 
to European encroachments and in some extreme 
cases even a militant purpose to attack white su- 
premacy. We are reminded of the sweeping con- 
qu@ts of Genghis Khan and the terrors of Tamer- 
lane, and against this dim but ominous background 
we observe the revival of Turkey with its unex- 
pected support from Russia in terms not of the 
old diplomacy but of such new alignments as Pan- 
Turanianism. We note the astonishing alliance of 
Brahmin and Mohammedan in India, the not less 
historically unnatural drawing-together of Arab 
and Turk, the ferment in Egypt, and the possi- 
bilities of Islamic revolt in Africa. 

Can the white world be inundated and over- 
whelmed by the uncounte@ myriads of Asia and 
Africa? The Mongol’s genius for war backed by 
overwhelming numbers carried him into eastern 
vin not beyond. The Turk got as far as 


Vie , the Saracen as far as Tours. There the 
tide ned back. Yet there was little difference 
then between the equipment of white and yellow 
or brown warrior. It is not so today. Kema) and 
Trotzky have armies approximately on a par with 
European forces, but modern wars are not won by 
armies in the field alone. They are won by indus- 
tries, highly organized and directed by a science 
which Asia and Africa do not possess. Numbers 
mean less today than even in the days of the 
Roman legion, whose discipline of iron and breasts 
of steel overcame numbers on almost every battle- 
field. The airplane, the gas attack, the shattering 
explosive are within the resources only of a highly 
developed industrial civilization, and their effects 
are far more potent than the poise of the Roman 
sword. 

But as to that may we suggest to the numerous 
humanitarians‘who demand the abolition of chem- 
ical warfare, that if any perils to white civilization 
foreseen by students of Asiatic conditions are to 
be considered, it is of; first rate importance that 
Christendom and modefnity retain what advantage 
science can give it In offsetting the advantage of 
fanatic waves from the immemorial east. Not 
that we expect any such hint will have any weight 
with the pacifist mind. But it is worth pondering 
by the rest of us.

During the first week he gave a dally 
diet consisting of threejglasses of but- 
termilk and half a grapefruit and two 
or three oranges.

The keynote of this diet is to cut down 
the starches and sugars. The diet, as 
given above, is very low in starchy foods 
and still lower in sweets. 

Since rheumatics commonly need fron, 
they are given vegetables rich in iron, 
and, incidentally, low in starch. Such 
vegetables are spinach and all other 
forms of greens and salads, cabbage, 
sauerkraut, peas, green peas, beans and 
string beans. 

At the end of four weeks some patients 
were -found to be not improving. The 
treatment was not continued with them. 
If a patient was found to be improving, 
he was kept on the diet for several

FIGHT WISCONSIN 
OUSTER CHARGES 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Madison, Wis., Oct. 2.—[Special.]— 
Progress of the Milk Producers’ Codp- 
erative Marketing company of Chicago 
was temporarily blocked in Wisconsin 
today when A. C. Reis, assistant at- 
torney general, declared that the 4,500 
new codperative contracts signed re 
cently by dairymen in this state were 
void. 

This was a complete surprise to 
many of the 200 Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin milk producers who crowded into 
the assembly chamber at the capitol 
today to take part in the hearing on 
the complaint brought by the state de- 
partment of markets, alleging unfair 
competition by the company in the 
enforcement of a discriminatory charge 
against outsiders. 

Tell of Service Charge. 


Reis spent several hours in gather- 
ing evidence from the farmers con- 
cerning the service charge that is 
being paid by producer members to 
the codperative company. Whether or 
not an order is issued by the state 
marketing department halting the 
practice of making a service charge 
will be decided after the testimony 
has been carefully considered. 

Attorney Reis told the farmers that 
they had “better have 600 or 1,000 
legal contracts than 4,500 void ones.” 

Dairymen are expecting a decision 
a 
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on the serviee charge feature within 
thirty days. 

If the Milk Producers’ Cotperative 
tinues to operate in Wisconsin, the 
assistant attorney general said, it 
would be subject to the following con- 
ditions: 

- 1,-Contracts with producer members 
are void and operations are illegal. 

2. The Wisconsin attorney general 
can recover $500 penalty from each rep- 
resentative of the company in the 
state. . 

3. The company will be violating the 
state dairy and food law and the food 
commission can revoke all sanitary 
licenses held by the company to oper- 
ate milk stations and receiving depots. 

Reis said that the order, if issued in 
this case, will be based solely in ilie- 
gality of such a service charge as

alleged, “and not on any extraneous 
considerations.” 


Wisconsin Basis Urged. 


Charles 8S. Deneen, former governor 
of Illinois, and Aaron Shapiro, the 
nationally known codperative attorney, 
who handles the legal affairs of the 
Pacific coast producers, represented 
the Milk Producers Cotperative Mar- 
keting company at the hearing.

Saving the Seeds. 


It does not seem possible, but a per- 
fectly serious old writer tells how the 
Rev. Mr. Dull, a Dutch minister living 
in Kingston, N. Y., brought from Hol- 
land some plum seed and raised a tree 
called “Domine Dull” which became 
common afterwards in American gar- 
dens. He also gave a prune pit which 
he received from Germany—this was 
about 1820—to a Mrs. Bleecker of Al- 
bany from which she raised a tree 
yielding plums called “ Bleecker’s 
gage.” 

The description of this latter fruit 
reads: “A fruit of the first quality, 
and the most popular plum in the 
northern and western portion of this 
state, being not only excellent, but re- 
markably hardy, and a good and regu- 


lar bearer.”’

In the first sixty years of the nine- 
teenth century, or beginning earlier 
than that, America was filled with 


ties of pears, cherries, plums, apples, 
etc., literally by the hundreds by sav- 
ing a seed from a fine fruit and plant- 
ing it, this performance giving rise to 
many shades of character in fruits. It 
is what Burbank has done among 
other things. I can remember that 
when I was a little girl in Maine seeds 
were carefully treasured. Probably 
the earliest of comers to America 
brought fruit seeds. In fact, it can be 
proven, and what they raised from 
them under new conditions of soil— 
good or bad—gave a new thing.

Chicago’s appetité for new homes re- | 
mains unsated with the coming of | 
fall, according to the report of City | 
Building Commissioner Bostrom for | 
September, which discloses that the | 
city closed the first nine months of | ™ 
the year $66,431,150 ahead of the same 
period last year in expenditures for 
new buildings. 

Permits for 241 apartment buildings, 
containing 880 flats, were taken out in 
September, according to the report. | 
In August permits for 250 such build- 
ings to contain 881 apartments were 
issued. New residences called for in 
permits issued last month numbered 
494, as compared to 574 in August. 

The total value represented by the 
September permits was $12,263,100, as 
compared to $17,919,950 in August and 
$12,256,000 last year. According to the 
report, the seasonal reduction in con- 
struction work has not yet affected the 
building of apartment houses.
